Supply of Welding Rod 


“Tf the college buys a million 
pounds of welding rod it will be 
enough for our shops for the next 
hundred years.’’ So stated Harry 
des Granges, jaysee shop instruc- 
tor when news reached him that 
the school may buy the gigantic 
shipment of war surplus welding 
equipment. 

It is highly possible that the 
college may purchase this large 
amount of welding rod because it 
isn’t sold by the government in 
smaller allotments. However, the 
purchase is not definite as yet be- 
cause des Granges told the college 
heads that 50 tons would be 
enough as it would last a good 
ten years. des Granges went on 
to say, “The problem of trucking 
this much welding rod and_ the 
storage space it would necessitate 
would be enough to worry about 
without thinking of how long. it 
would be before this supply would 
be used up.” 

In the last few months, the col- 
lege mechanical shops have been 
taking large strides in gaining 
equipment. War surplus equipment 
has been pouring in great amounts 
to the college building on the high 
school grounds. A quick estimate 
showed that the machinery to date 
is worth between 15 and 20 thous-

Somewhat shocked by this bit

It seems that Spur- 
geon, up to his shoulders in maps 
and blueprints, was told by his 
friends that he should call the 
town he was planning Spurgeon- 
ville, or Spurgeonberg, or just 
plain Spurgeon. But this Spurgeon 
was a smart egg and decided to 
call the place Santa Ana, since 
it was a part of the old Santa Ana 
rancho and was near the river 
of the same name. And it’s a good / 
thing he did, too. Otherwise where 
would you be? Besides he had a 
street and a building named after 
him. What more could he want? 

Anaheim First 

Here’s something that might 
come in handy in case you’re ever 
on a quiz program. The first place 
to secure the dignity of a town, 
after Capistrano, was Anaheim, 
organized in 1857. This city gets 
its name from the Ana of Santa 
Ana and the German word “heim” 
meaning home. Anybody know if 
Ana’s home? ’Sa joke, son. 

Along with Santa Ana came 
Tustin, named after its founder 
Columbus Tustin, no relation to 
the famous explorer, and Orange, 
at first called Richmond but later 
changed because another city had 
the same name. 

The boom of the ’80’s brought 
into being a number of towns 
some of which survived. Amegng 
those still flourishing are Fulfer- 
ton, named after president of a 
real estate company, Buena Park
